WHAT THE DEVER PLAN 
OFFERS. 


When Mayor Dever was urged to build subway» 
he said he would not lift a spade until he knew 
what was to run in them: New York built its 
subways by selling bonds and then virtually 
turned them over to the rapid transit company 
rent free. The return to the city was a 5 cent 
fare and a quick trip. 

We doubt very much that this ever could be 
done here. Our bond limitations are in the way. 
The mayor wants about $360,000,000 for subways 
and extensions. We do not see him or any one 
else soon getting that by selling municipal bonds. 
We do not know what the city would say to a pro- 
posal to build subways and allow ‘Samuel Insull 
or Henry Blair or any one else run cars in them 
rent free, but it probably would be plenty. That 
way of getting rapid transit worked in New York, 
put it’s probably out here. 

The mayor said that if he could get possession 
of either surface lines or the elevated he would 
build subways. He says that now. He says he 
thinks that within six months of the adoption 
of his ordinance a subway start could be made. 
Furthermore, in the mayor’s opinion the building 
of subways must be hooked up with.a plan for 
the immediate relief of sections of the city which 
have been neglected. 

Some of these sections are provoked and they | 
feel that they have not hada fair deal. The state- 


area has 80 per cent of such transportation as 
Chicago now has. 

It is thought that all the people who have been 
neglected would hop on.a subway ordinance and 
defeat it. That is why even greater stress for the 
present is put on surface and elevated extensions 
than on subway building. We think the subway 
construction promise for the next five years could 
be increased. 

We suppose it is true that if you do not con- 
sider the political complex of this town nothing 
can be done. We are sure that municipal owner- 
ship in itself will do nothing. Surface cars as 
the main reliance of metropolitan transportation 
are inadequate. When they enter congested re- 
gions they are an obstruction to traffic. The Chi- 
cago Surface Lines are in excellent physical con- 
dition. The property is not decayed. The system 
is not sufficient. That condition remains whether 
the title is with private security holders or with 
the public. Nothing is.gained by buying such a 
transportation system and letting it go at that. 
If that were all Mr. Dever proposed to do we 
might feel that it was a proper case of go it hus- 
band, go it bear. If he won out the lines might 
be operated as well as they are now and kept out 
of a federal receivership two years from now. 
We do not see any particular good that a receiv- 
ership will do. 

| The proposition to acquire title to the lines be- 
comes important as a preliminary to construction 
and only so, unless the injuries of a receivership 
are worth considerable to avoid. 

When Mr. Dever set his teeth in this plan of 
his and would have no other we knew what would 
happen. If he and the sécurity holders came to 
any agreement the tom-tomers would start out 
to run him ragged.

KEEPING GERMANY 
DISARMED. 


The British are staying in Cologne ostensibly 
because the Germans have not complied with the 
disarmament provisions of the Versailles treaty. 
In reality, as they admit, they are remaining 
there because if they moved out the French would 
move in. They want to get out, but they prefer 
to join France in occupation rather than to hand 
the entire situation over to French control. The 
Germans also, it is said, although rerenting the 
continued, occupation, prefer a mixed British and 
French to a French control in these districts. 
The reports of the interallied contro! commis- 
sion show that Germany has adopted devices to 
escape the military limitations of the treaty. 
Young men are receiving military training. The 
permitted army of 100,000 is largely an army of 
officers and noncoms. The green police is a mili 
tary organization. Stores of arms are reported. 
Officially the British agree with the French in 
these reports. Germany has not kept its bargain 
to the letter and probably will not, but the British 
say that the idea of a Germany prepared for war 
is absurd. 

Whatever the evasions of military limitation 
have been they do not give Germany the army 
required in modern warfare against such a mili- 
tary establishment as that of France. If control 
is to be secured by occupation it means occupation 
forever. The occupation provokes bad feeling. 
It keeps active the resentments out of which war 
can grow. It does not increase the German de-

According to the German viewpoint. 
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the present trade and customs tariff 
war between the countries closely in- 
volves the Dawes plan. The Germans 
claim Roumania is breaking both the 
Versailles treaty and the Dawes 
agreement by trying to obtain what 
Roumania claims is due it as reim- 
bursement for paper money issued by 
the German occupational army by vio- 
lence instead of demands upon the 
reparations commission. 


“Stand by Dawes Plan.” 


“The Dawes memorandum,” says 


the National Zeitung, “arranged for 


regulation of these problems, but Rou- 
mania now with brutal violence has 
broken this agreement. Germany must 
not pay attention to Roumania’s 
claims, but stand by the Dawes plan 
regulations.’ Outside of the Versailles 
treaty and reparations agreement, 
Germany need not assume any obliga- 
tions.” 

The liberal Vossische Zeitung warns 
Roumania that its single handed ac- 


tion, overreaching the Dawes plan,’ 


must lead to a breaking of diplomatic 
relations. 
The Roum2nian premier, Bratiano, 


is accused of plotting to confiscate all 
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possessions of Germans in Roumania 
and thereby cancel the enormous debts 
of the Roumrrian agricultural popv- 
lation toward Germany. | 
Wilhelmstrasse heard from the Ger- 
man consul general at Bucharest to- 
night that the Roumanian government 
denies making. deportations, but {t is 
likely that aome panic stricken Ger- 
mans are fieeing.

Every person who has ever been venereally 
infected shotJd make sure that he or she 
has actually been cured before marriage its 


entered into. Even if symptoms have been 
absent for some time,.a doctor should be 
consulted and his assurance obtained after 
the most thorough examination and scien- 
tific tests have been made. And it goes 
without saying that if symptoms appear 


after marriage, a physician should be con- | 


sulted immediately. 


The Public Health Institute offers its ser- 
vices to people who either show active 
symptoms of these diseases or who may 


still be in doubt about their condi:ion. Those ~ 


who come for treatment or for thorough 
examination will receive the attention of 
trained physicians who have at their com- 
mand every facility that medical science has 
developed for the successful treatment of 
these infections. 


The Institute has restored thousands of in- 
fected men, women afid children to health. 
It was organized not for profit, and all of its 
income is used in giving treatments, doing 
research work and providing proper facilities 
for serving its patients. 


“Social’’ diseases can be cured, Even when 
a venereal infection has produced perma- 
nent and disabling effects, its further 


progress can usually be stopped. Immediate 


and proper treatment should be taken by 
anybody who discovers that he has become 
infected—not only for his own sake but 
because these diseases are so easily trans- 
mitted by mere contact that he may un- 
knowingly infect others. | 


If you are a victim of one of these scourges, 
delay in securing treatment is only going 
to make matters worse. “Social” diseases 
never cure themselves—they only take a 
stronger hold if allowed to go on untreated. 
The time always comes when medical help 
must be obtained. The sooner it is obtained, 
the better. 


Have You a 
Puzzling Ailment? 
Venereal infections often produce forms of 
disease which make it difficult for any but 
a doctor to discover the real cause. This is 
often the case when treatment has banished 
the first and easily recognizable symptoms 
but has not actually cured the patient—or in 
cases of inherited “social” disease. If you 
have an ailment that is puzzling ‘and persist- 
ent, either constant or periodic, you should 
have an examination and tests to discover 
its source. If a “social” disease is responsible 
for the trouble, proper treatment should be 

taken without further delay.
